Sam: 
—_— letter is very welcome. The news that you have 


ded to become a member of the local association where 
a grove is located and thus to market your fruit through 
the Florida Citrus Exchange makes me feel good. 

I am inclined to rejoice both for your own sake and for 
the sake of the organization. I know this willbe a very good 
thing for you; and I am glad now to be sure that your 
fruit is not going out through some other channel where it 
will compete with mine in the markets, to the detriment of 
the price of both. 

You are not very complimentary; but I appreciate your 
honesty all the more. When I had finished reading the first 
half of your letter, to the effect you had decided to become 
one of us, I was shaking hands with myself and receiving 
songratulations from the same source on the visible effects 
if! my ability as a letter writer. Then, in the latter part of 
your letter, you knocked the props right out from under me. 
When you say you have been most largely influenced in your 
decision by talks you had with fruit jobbers in Chicago, 
Detroit and Cleveland, while on your trip, you make me feel 
good to know that the Florida Citrus Exchange stands so 
well: but you likewise indicate thst the correspondence 
course I furnished you on the subject of marketing fruit was 
perhaps not of such great value as I thought. 

However, I still shall claim credit, for it could hav» been 
nothing but my letters which spurred you on to make this 
trip of investigation; and I am going to help you complete 
the transaction. 

Enclosed is an application blank for membership in the 
St. John’s Citrus Growers Association; and I have had you 
recommended for membership by Old Man Brown, who is one 
of the head men in the association. That practically cinches 
the thing, for there is nothing difficult in joining an Ex- 
change association. All you need to become a member, and 
stay member, is, Dr. Ross says, conduct your- 


self that others may work with you.” There is no initiation 
fee; there are no dues. The actual cost of the operations 
involved in handling your own fruit. which are deducted 
from your remittances, covers everything. 

As you can see, the application is simplicity itself. Also 
[ enclose a booklet giving the full Charter and By-Laws of 
the Florida Citrus Exchange, the various sub-exchanges, and 
the local associations. As you will be subject to these, I 
advise reading this booklet carefully. However, I know you 
will agree with me that in straightforward, honest phrase- 
»logy, these are simplicity itself. No honest man or woman 
find any reason for hesitating signifying willingness 
to conform to them. For that matter, they have been passed 
apon time and time again by as able lawyers as there are in 
this country, because among the members of some of our 
associations are some of the biggest business men in the 
United States. Likewise, there are several estates of former 
prominent Northern financiers which own Florida groves, 
Such these make move any sort, without the ap- 
proval of a whole covey of highly paid lawyers. 

Just the same, I want you to read these charters and 
by-laws; and to make sure of things for yourself. In an 
organization as big as this, with thousands of members, 
there room for trickery and sharp dealing, but, just the 
man should know precisely what doing. 
misplaced comma missing period sometimes can make 
big difference. Which reminds the time when Col- 
onel Jones, our local orator, gave the toast, ‘‘Woman: With- 
Her, Man Would Savage.’’ This was all right, 
the Colonel got away with his subject nicely; but after the 
‘ocal paper was out, he had to explain to delegations from 
the Woman’s Club and the Ladies’ Aid Societies, and they 
kept him busy explaining for quite a while.

The blemish the rind citrus 
fruits known melanose, “sand- 
paper russet,” caused the same 
organism (Phomopsis citri, Fawcett) 
that causes large part the stem- 
end rot citrus fruits. Melanose 
widespread throughout the citrus belt 
Florida, and causes enormous 
loss annually blemishing the fruit. 
This reduces the market grade and 
lowers the sale value the product. 
Therefore, the commercial control 
this disease matter great im- 
portance citrus growers Florida. 

The fungus which causes melanose 
flourishes dead bark limbs, 
twigs, and fruit stems and such lo- 
cations produces spores large num- 
bers during warm wet weather. The 
spores ooze out sticky masses and 
are carried rain drip dew ‘drip 
fruit and leaves. these are 
young and susceptible condition and 
moisture conditions continue 
favorable, characteristic melanose in- 
fection results. Living fruit, leaves, 
and twigs bearing melanose scars are 
not sources infection, since the 
fungus never forms spores such 
living tissues. 

very early stages melanose spots 
appear minute circular depressions, 
usually darker than the surrounding 
normal tissue. they age, these 
spots enlarge slightly and become 
raised and rough the touch. They 
are mahogany brown color and may 
irregularly scattered arranged 
various patterns, such lines, 
circles, rough tear streaks. When 
very abundant, large areas almost 
solid scar tissue may develop, com- 
monly referred “mud-cake rus- 
set.” 

Young orange fruits are quite sus- 
ceptible melanose infection from 
blossoming time until they reach 
ameter, and grapefruit are suscepti- 
ble until they are about 
inches diameter. Larger fruits are 
practically immune infection. The 
leaves are susceptible until about the 
time they begin harden and turn 
dark green color. 

Control the Disease

controlled the removal sources 
infection pruning out all dead 
wood. Such method should and 
doubtless would give excellent results 
perfect job pruning were done 
and all dead wood removed fast 
accumulates. prune with the 
required degree

mum melanose infections both young 
and mature fruits are falling contin- 
uously and their stems are dying back. 
All such parts have died recently 
are excellent places for Phomopsis 
development. 

Although cutting out the dead wood 
means preventing melanose in- 
fections the average bearing grove 
has been recommended for number 
years, has not been found com- 
mercially practicable and has not 
been generally adopted. 

careful experimental test the 
pruning method preventing melan- 
ose infections was made the writ- 
ers mature orange grove 1921 
and again 1922. This grove was 
divided into several blocks, and one 
block was pruned each month, begin- 
ning spring before infections had 
taken place and continuing until fall 
well after infections had ceased. The 
trees were sufficiently large carry 
average four five boxes 
fruit annually and required one 
two hours each for man cut out 
the dead wood. The work was done 
expected commercial operations. 
obvious that pruning out all dead 
twigs and sprigs slow and 
tremely difficult operation and nec- 
essarily expensive. 

Although some blocks were pruned 
just before fruit infections 
and some were repruned the 
year, little control melanose 
resulted. Therefore, seems that 
pruning dead wood from normal ma- 
ture trees not likely reduce mel- 
anose infections such extent 
that this method, alone can relied 
upon afford commercial protection 
from this disease. The removal 
such parts seems promote vigor- 
ous growth. 

good grove practice prune 
out regularly the larger dead and 
dying limbs After severe injury 
storm cold special pruning the 
trees will required.

would have little, any, chance 
being carried from the ground fruit 
the trees, special disposition 
fallen fruits prunings beyond ordi- 
nary good orchard practice seems 
required. 

Even thorough pruning, when em- 
ployed once twice year, were 
effective means controlling melan- 
ose, could not generally used 
because cost, the 
slowness the work, and the proba- 
bility that the best results would 
obtained from pruning just ahead 
the melanose outbreaks—a time when 
many other operations 
tention, such shipping late fruit 
and spraying, fertilizing, and cultivat- 
ing the groves. 

Since the season for spray applica- 
tions for the citrus white fly May 
coincides rather closely with the usual 
season severe melanose outbreaks, 
seemed the writers that 3-3-50 
Bordeaux mixture plus per cent oil 
the form emulsion applied that 
time would act the white fly and 
the same time reduce melanose in- 
fection. 

Results Spraying Experiments 

1920 series spraying experi- 
ments for melanose control was made 
with standard Bordeaux-oil emulsion. 
Good commercial control followed 
single application early May be- 
fore much melanose infection had ta- 
ken place. results 
were obtained plats sprayed twice 
oftener. The results these pre- 
liminary tests were made known 
number county agents, state work- 
ers, and growers. 

result these tests, spraying 
for melanose control was done 
number sections Florida during 
the following year (1921). Orlando 
extensive spraying experiments were 
conducted which wide range 
sulphur preparations was compared 
with 3-3-50 Bordeaux-oil emulsion and 
with other copper preparations. Again, 
good commercial control 
was obtained old unpruned seed- 
ling orange trees with one application 
Bordeaux-oil emulsion made the 
opportune time, and almost perfect 
results where two three applica- 
tions were made. The sulphur sprays 
the disease. Reports from growers 
who sprayed with Bordeaux-oil emul- 
sion for melanose control prior 
the rainy infection period May in- 


dicated that general they obtained 
satisfactory results. 

Further experiments were made 
1922 with Bordeaux-oil emulsion and 
other copper sprays compared with 
solution and with appli- 
cations certain dusts. general, 
lime-sulphur solution again had little, 
any, effect upon the disease; cop- 
per soap and weak Bordeaux mixtures 
were only partially effective, while 
standard strength (3-3-50) Bordeaux- 
oil emulsion again proved very sat- 
isfactory. The dusts either with cop- 
per sulphur did not give control. 
Table are given the results ob- 
tained few the experimental 
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plats sprayed with 3-3-50 Bordeaux-oil 


emulsion. thousand more fruits 
were counted from each plat during 
October, and the percentages are cal- 
culated the nearest whole numbers. 

will noted that the plat sprayed 
April was exceptionally free 
from melanose, almost much 
the plat sprayed twice, April 
and May 10. Good commercial re- 
sults were obtained 
sprayed May 20, while the one sprayed 
June was only slightly better 
than the unsprayed check. ob- 
vious that the 
heavy infections this grove must 
have occurred between May and

June 10. Very slight showers oc- 
curred between May and May 
and from May June there was 
some precipitation every day, includ- 
ing five days with records more 
than one-half inch each. Close ob- 
servation 1922 unsprayed trees 
showed fair sprinkling melanose 
May 10. increased de- 
grees, but did not become severe un- 
til about May 30. noteworthy 
that single application apparently 
afforded good protection old un- 
pruned trees from April until the 
fruit passed beyond its susceptible 
stage June.

Another point brought out the 
experimental work, but not shown 
the tables, that apparently 
more difficult prevent melanose 
grapefruit than oranges.

Weather conditions prevailing dur- 
ing the period infection are very 
important factors the commercial 
control fruit diseases, particularly 
citrus melanose, spraying.

Spray Schedule Recommended 

The following spray schedule for 
the control melanose, while based 
three season’s experience, cannot

Insecticide applications must follow 
the use Bordeaux-oil emulsion 
prevent serious scale injury.

Summary

Copper sulphur dust applications 
have not thus far proved satisfactory 
against melanose. 

Thorough pruning the dead wood 
means controlling melanose 
normal mature grove not likely 
give paying results.

When asked what thought was 
the greatest problem Florida citrus 
growers, said: “There are two 
outstanding problems for Florida 
deal with, that are paramount im-

said Dr. Barrett, “we have spray 
for our bright fruit. have 
fight scale, though not have 
many insect pests Florida has. The 
other great problem,” said Dr. Bar- 
rett, “is standardize varieties. Too 
many varieties are being produced 
opinion,” said Dr. Barrett, “Florida 
ought select four five varieties 
that are found best adapted the soil 
and the climate and then specialize 
these. There seems such 
endless variety grown now that 
one knows how many are being pro- 
duced. said Mr. Bar- 
rett, “we have experimented with 500 
different varieties, brought them from 
all over the world. are experiment: 
ing with forty varieties brought from 
Florida. Our work not for today 
but for coming generations. What 
the fruit California that future 
growers will have but little ex- 
perimenting. They will have depend- 
able varieties select from.” 


Another thing that Dr. Barrett saw 
Florida that was different from 
California, was the manner which 
man treated his grove. the 
tendency for man watch his 
grove whole and speak the re- 
sults the grove whole. Cal- 
ifornia the grove owner deals with 
his individual trees, just chicken 
breeder stock breeder deals with 


stock his breeding. The

This dust, ground more 
than twice finer than wheat flour, 
bolted through silk finer than 200 
mesh, distributed evenly and thor- 
oughly throughout the tree that 
the fumes overcome rust mite and 
red spider they develop. this 
connection Mr. Yothers states

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TOBACCO EXTRACTS KILL THRIPS 
CITRUS BLOOM 


Citrus trees will soon full 
bloom, not already, over the entire 
citrus area Florida. Now, there- 
fore, the time combat one the 
pests oranges and related 
fruits, says Watson, entomolo- 
gist the Florida Experiment Sta- 
tion. spray for this purpose 
Professor Watson has recommended 
the following: 


Commercial lime-sulphur solution 
(32 degrees Baume), quarts.

RED SPIDERS KILLED 
SULPHUR DUST 


Red spiders begin doing consider- 
able damage various parts the 
state March and April They injure 
variety plants, unless controlled 
sulphur dust. Peas, beans, straw- 
berries, citrus, cotton, violets and 
camphor, domestice plants, are lia- 
ble attack. 

Infested plants become gray and 
dried appearance and finally 
turn yellow and die. Such plants, par- 
ticularly the under side their leaves, 
are covered with web fine silk 
under the minute yellowish 
can seen with the naked 
eye, according experts who have 
studied the pests. Under good lens 
one can readily see the eight-legged 
adults which are from red green 
color, the bright red eggs, and the 
white skins which were cast off when 
the spiders molted.

EXPERIMENT ISSUES 
NEW BULLETIN MELANOSE 
DISEASE CITRUS 


The most serious citrus 
said melanose. Its annual 
toll mounts into the hun- 
dreds thousands dollars. 

Investigations have been carried 
the Florida Experiment Station for 
many years effort determine 
the best means controlling melan- 
ose. Much has been learned this 
connection and much has been saved 
the growers who followed the advice 
given. 

But more has been learned recently. 
Specialists the station and certain 
county agents have been following 
particular line investigation during 
the last two three years. They have 
gathered much new information, and 
this has been printed Experiment 
Station Bulletin 167. The men who 
did most the investigating and 
wrote the bulletin are Burger, 
plant pathologist, and DeBusk 
and Briggs, county agents 
Lake and Manatee counties. 

this bulletin recommended 
that melanose controlled spray- 
ing the trees with what called “bor- 
deaux-oil” from week two weeks 
after the blossoms have dropped. 
also recommended that dead wood 
pruned out the trees during the 
dormant season. some the tests 
conducted saving was recorded 
cents the box fruit.

(From the Division Rural Educa- 
tion, United States Bureau Ed- 
ucation, Washington, C., 
March, 1923.) 


State Aid for Consolidation. Nine- 
teen states are convinced that the 
consolidated school the best kind 
school for country children and 
enacted laws providing state aid 
encourage communities central- 
ize their schools. These 
are: Delaware, Georgia, Maine, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, South 
Carolina, South Dakota, Tennessee, 
Texas, Vermont, West Virginia, and 
The laws usually provide 
that consolidated school districts re- 
ceive aid from the state they meet 
certain prescribed standards relating 
school terms, qualified teachers, 
adequate buildings and equipment. 
State aid for transportation pupils 
seems the most popular way 
encouraging consolidation schools. 
That the idea state aid for consoli- 
dation schools popular with the 
people evidenced the fact that 
most the laws the states have 
been enacted within the last ten years 
and that there has been tendency 
increase the apropriations the 
states where has been tried.

The young, 
hatching out from these eggs, are 
not able penetrate the dry bark, 
crawl down the moist bark 
the base, where they begin their 
work. 

“There has recently been discov- 
ered very promising remedy for this 
pest, and one which easy apply. 
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shallow trench about the tree 
level with the top burrows, which can 
located the gum which comes 
out from them. some the bur- 
rows are above the surface the 
ground, mound the dirt until 
reaches the level the top ones. The 
trench should about inch from 
the tree. sprinkle ounce 
the remedy. Then cover foot 
deep with dirt, bringing the dirt 
high around the tree. Pack the soil 
firmly with the back the shovel 
confine the fumes. The fumes will 
spread out from the trench, penetrate 
the burrows, and kill the borers. 

“Never attempt this remedy when 
the trees are active growth because 
may kill them. Florida the best 
time late November De- 
cember. 

“For trees less than two years old 
not use over half ounce the 
powder. After the mound has been 
two weeks, tear down. Too strong 
dose, too long exposure apt 
injure young trees. 

“This method treating peach tree 
borers all means the cheapest 
and easiest, and effective that 
felt that the peach tree borer has 
last been conquered.”
